MET DEFEAT YESTERDAY. 


TOPEKA, Kas., Feb. 5.—Mrs. Nation 


veslordny afternoon met the first defeat 
in her saloon smashing onreor. Later, 
at the police station she laughingly de- 
clared that it was by no means her Wat- 
erloo and she would soon again be at 
her chosen work. 


With six women, 
each 
armed with 


bright new hatchets, she had started 
out to wreck a restaurant in East Sixth 
street that also dispensed liquors. Be- 
fore she could wield her hatchet, Mrs. 
Nation was disarmed and a free for all 
struggle between restaurant people and 
wreckers was begun. The greatest ex- 
citement prevailed for a time, during 
which numerous eyes were 
blackened 


and many noses made to bleed. 
COMPANIONS ARE DEMORALIZED. 
Mrs. Nation herself unable to accom- 


plish anything shouted orders to her fol- 
lowers to re-begin the onslaught, but 
the hatchet brigade hail become stam- 
peded and not another h.nnd was raised 
against the obnoxious restaurant. Mrs. 
Nation was led away to the station On a 
charge of disturbing tlic peace and was 
followed by a jeering mob, 


A group of ,womcn hart gathered in 


the United Presbyterian church to plan 
for a raid this morning, when Mrs. Na- 
tion decided to go out immediately and 
show how she. could "smash a joint." 
Surrounded -by half a dozen women, all 
armed with hatchets, Mrs. Nation led 
the way clown Kansas nvenne. She was 
followed by thousands of- people who 
tramped behind her and before in tho 
snow. Mrs. Nation had no hatchet. She 
stopped at a store and bought one. The 
procession wcht on until the Unique res- 
taurant was reached. Then the women, 
headed by Mrs. Nation, made a rush for 
the door, frtrs. Notion had warned the 
proprietor that she would raid the place 
if they did not stop selling liquor and 
they were prepared for her attack, 


HATCHET TAKEN FROM HER. 
The hatchet was jerked from her hand 


,iy a stout .man, and ;the women were 
forced back. 


A fierce light followed between the 


restaurant men and Mrs. Nation's de- 
fenders. For a quarter of an hour they 
struggled in the street while tho mob 
yelkd encouragingly' to 
Mrs- 
Nation., 


Many personal encounters took place. 
Eyes were blackened and noses made to j 
bleed but the police finally, in despair, 
arrested Mrs. Nation and took her to 
jail. Mrs. Nation was not injured. 


URGES THE WOMEN ON. 


During the attack, Mrs. Nation never j 


lost her presence of mind. The hatchet 
was jerked- from her hands, but -that 
did not disturb her.-'She appeared sur-, 
prised, but smiled and-called to the wo- 
men; 
'-Ladies, you are armed. If you 


can't get to the place throw your hatch- 
et through the windows." But tiie wo- 
men were too demoralized to obey her. 
They had not her presence of mind. 
Mrs. Nation was led away between two 
big police officers. 
She was not down- 


cast at her lack of success and laughed 
when people spoke jecringly to her. 


At the police office Mrs. Nation was 


formally charged with disturbing the 
peace. She was informed that she would 
have to report for trial at the police 
court Tuesday morning and was releas- 
ed on her recognizance. 


RESUMES HER "SMASHING." 


TOPEKA, Kas... Feb. 5.—After a brief 


hearing, Mrs. Nation was dismissed aiid 
immediately began another round of the 
"spcak-easies." 


Today's hearing, .which resulted in a 


dismissal of the charge, was for an at- 
tempt to smash a saloon on East Sixth 
street late yesterday afternoon. 


Jlrs. Nation was booked as a "joint 


smasher," after ucr arrest this morning. 
The others were released. Mrs. Nation's 
hearing on today's arrest was set for 
Thursday, and charges of "instituting a- 
riof were preferred. She was released 
without bond. 


Mrs. Nation today issued the following 


proclamation to school children of To- 
pc.ka: 


My Precious Little Children: 
I send 


you greeting and ask you to help me to 
destroy that which is fostered and pro- 
tected by the police and citj- officials to 
destroy you. my darlings. I want every 
one of ynu little ones to grab up a rock 
and smash up the glass doors arTd win- 
dows of these hell-holes. You will do 
your iluly and enroll ymir names on the 
pages of undying fame and place, our- 
selves on the side of G*d nnd hi.ima.nity.

Among the Republican senators who 


are very much dissatisfied with the pres- 
ent condition nf thing-; is Mr. Spooner 
of Wisconsin, llo wants the: oleomar- 
garine bill parsed, f nd thinks the party 
is cutting its own Throat by neglecting 
such legislation ns that i.-i which the 
farmers are interested and in wasting 
time upon the subsidy scheme which the 
farmers do not like. If !Mr. Hanna has 
his way now Mr. Spooner is convinced 
the party will have to pay dearly for it 
in next year's congressional elections. 


There arc a inimbcr of western sena- 


tors who agree ivitli JTr. Spooner, and 
who want the subsidy bill shelved and 
the oleomargarine bill brought forward. 
The senators from Wisconsin, Minneso- 
ta aJid North Dakota are all included in 
this list, quile ft respectable rallying 
point for an effort to sidetrack the sub- 
sidy measure, so as to give other legis- 
lation a chance. 


But tho oleo bill also has its enemies, 


and it is doubtful if Jt can be passed. 
Today it turned out that attached to it 
is a report containing something like- 
7uO pnges of printed matter, and opposi- 
tion seiuitors say every line of this re- 
port will have to be read. It has been 
figured out that it will take a full week 
to dispose of this one branch of the bus- 
iness. 


There is a good deal of comment upon 


the apparent fact that if President Mc.- 
Kinley wa.nts a special session of the 
new congress his frirnd, Senator Hanna, 
is la,king precisely the course likely to 
make, one necessary. At the rate things 
arc now going it will be about all the 
senate can do to get through with the 
regular appropriation bills during the re- 
mainder of tho session, let alone war tax 
reduction, the oleo bill and the Philip- 
pine resolution. 


In fact, there is not much hope of se- 


curing action concerning the Philippines 
at this session, as the redoubtable Mr. 
Pettigrcw has served notice that he will 
filibuster against the Spooner bill or 
anything like it that places "imperial 
power" in the hands of the executive. 


If the president and his friends want 


an excuse for summoning congress to an 
extraordinary session they may easily 
find it by continuing the present dead- 
lock a little longer.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—The cabinet 


at its meeting today again discussed the 
question of the number of troops to be 
left in China. A tentative conclusion 
was reached not to augment or decrease 
the force now there. 


Comfortable quarters for the troops 


are now being prepared, and unless con- j 
ditions change, the present force will 
remain during the winter. 


The question of an extra session is 


still i^abeyance, but the opinion is ex- 
pressed that in the event of congress 
passing the Spooner Philippine bill, .in 
extra session may be avoided, especial- 
ly as there seems to be some doubt 
whether the Cuban constitution will be 
adopted in time for action, even at an 
extra session if called seen after March 
4th, 


With the Spooner bill unacted upon 


by this congress, it is believed an extra 
session will be called. 


During the session of the cabinet, the 


nominations of general officers sent to 
the 
senate 
were discussed at 
some 


length. Some re-arrangements for the 
list, as prepared for submission to the 
senate, was made. 


An unusual and notable course was 


pursued by the president with respect 
to the nomination of Major General Nel- 
son A. Miles to be lieuicnant general. 
The question of making the nomination 
was .submitted to the cabinet and a bal- 
lot was taken upon it. It resulted in 
favor of tb« nomination and it therefore 
was sent to the senate. No detailed 
statement of tho result of the vote is 
obtainable.

The action in the

Chaffee is accepted in military circles as 
an iudicatiou that ho i.s to be placed in

erals Young and MacArthur, who arc 
now in that country, arc to bo relieved 
shortly and assigned to duty in the Un- 
ittcd States.

In August last the pigs of Mr. Gus- 


tave Hedke of Mt. Pleasant, took a sum- 
mer vacation and camped upon the land 
of Mr. Peter M. Anderson, a neighbor, 
and the neighbors being at ''outs,'' the 
matter resulted in a law' suit.

Mr. Hedke fncling aggrieved appealed 
the co.se to the Municipal court, and the 
matter was, in due time, brought 
to 


trial before Judge David H. Flett.. In 
that court Mr. Anderson procured the 
services of Atty. W. E. Lee and Mr. 
Hodke tho services of Atty. Charies 
Kranzke, and the ease having been nr- 
giied in its turn, the court took the mat- 
ter 
under 
advisement. Judge 
Flett 


found that there were involved in the 
case many very fine propositions of law 
and that it required thorough investiga- 
tion of the law in order to arrive at a 
just decision. Judge Flett made a very 
searching investigation of the lav: gov- 
erning the points raised by the attor- 
neys, who fought the case somewhoi bit- 
terly, and rendered a very clear and 
pointed opinion, which if v.-ritten ver- 
batim, and printed in the Wisconsin re- 
ports-would be accepted by the bar as 
an able exposition of the law applicable 
to such cases. But the case from r.ow 
on will be all tho more interebUug as 
the case will go to the. supreme court 
on appeal for final adjudication, for Mr. 
Uedke feels that the decision docs him 
an injustice. This is only a sample or 
manv co-ses which involve 
no 
large 


amount, but where the costs and attor- 
r.eys' fees amount to hundreds of dol- 
lars, and all at the expense, of the farm- 
er who will not submit to what lie 
deems an injustice.

Kansas "Smasher" of "Joints" Struck 


on Temple With Hatchet But 


Injury Proves Slight. 


IN EARLY MORNING RAID 


Slot Machines, Bar Fixtures and Re- 
frigerator Valued at $1,500, Des- 


troyed by Frenzied Woman. 


BROUGHT INTO COURT 


BUT IS SOON RELEASED. 


Immediately Starts on Another C'.nisnrtn- 


Mrs. Nation and Six Companion Din- 


armed in Kalrl OH Restaurant 


Yesterday Afternoon, 


TOPEKA, Kas., Feb. G.—Mrs. Carrie 


Nation launched her crusade agninst the 
'•joints" of this city early today and at 
tho second place visited was 
injured 


slightly by a hatchet cut on the temple. 
Mrs. Nation arose at 4:30 and soon af- 
terward started out on a tour of the 
"joints." 
Accompanied by Mrs. J, P. 


White and Miss Madeline Southard, she 
attempted to enter a place at S30 Kan- 
sas avenue. The man on duty was tak- 
en unawares but managed to disarm 
Mrs, Nation and bolt the door before 
any of the party could enter. Mrs. Na- 
tiona afterwards said her friends held 
her atid prevented her getting in through 
the window. The next 
place 
visiiecl 


was 40G Kansas avemic. The women en- 
tered without meeting resistance, but 
a colored man quickly seized Mrs. Na- 
tion and took her hatchet. In the scuf- 
fle, Mrs. Nation was struck on the right 
temple by the hatchet, but the blow did 
not disable her and she at once seized 
the hatchet carried by Mrs. White. She 
turned over two large slot machines 
and smashed the glass in front of each. 
A large refrigerator and tho bar fixtures 
were quickly demolished- All the liquors 
behind the bar were, spilled on tho lloor. 
With a hatchet. Mrs. Nation knocked 
in the head of n barrel of brer. The 
beverage spouted out and completely 
drenched her. 


At this juncture, the colored porier 


discharged his revolver into the ceiling 
to frighten the crusaders and attract at- 
tention from the outside. 


Policeman Graham was attracted by 


the shot and escorted Mrs. Nation in 
the police station. Hero she and her 
little band of followers held a short 
praise service and 
lectured those in 


charge of the station. 


Mrs. Nation's hearing on the charge of 


disorderly conduct for the disturbance 
she created latfi 
yesterday afternoon, 


when she attempted to enter a "joint" 
on East Sixth street, was called during 
the morning. 


MET DEFEAT YESTERDAY. 


TOPEKA, Kas., Feb. r>.—Mrs. Nation 


yesterday afternoon met the first defeat 
in her saloon smashing career. Later, 
at the police station she. laughingly de- 
clared that it was by no means her Wat- 
erloo and she would soon again be at 
her chosen work. 


With six women, each armed with 


bright new hatchets, she had started 
out to wreck a restaurant in East Sixth 
street that also dispensed liquors. Be- 
fore she could wield her hatchet, Mrs. 
Nation was disarmed and a free for all 
struggle between restaurant people and 
wreckers was begun. The greatest ex- 
citement prevailed for a time, during 
which numerous 
eyes were blackened 


and many noses made to bleed. 
COMPANIONS ARE DEMORALIZED. 
Mrs- Nation herself unable to accom- 


plish anything shouted orders to her fol- 
lowers to re-begin the onslaught, but 
the hatchet brigade had become stam- 
peded and not another hand was raised 
against the obnoxious restaurant. 
Mrs. 


Nation was led away to the station on a 
charge of disturbing the peace and was 
followed by a jeering mob. 


A group of .women had1 gathered in 


the United Presbyterian church to plan 
for a raid this morning, when Mrs. Na- 
tion decided to go out immediately and 
show how she could "smash a joint." 
Surrounded by half a dozen women, all 
armed with hatchets, Mrs. Nation led 
the way down Kansas avenue. She was 
followed by thousands of- people who 
tramped behind her and before in (he, 
snow. Mrs. Nation had no hatchet. She 
stopped at a store and bought one. The 
procession weht on until the Unique res- 
taurant was reached. Then the women, 
headed by Mrs. Nation, made a rush for 
the door. Mrs. Nation had warned the 
proprietor that she would raid the place 
if they did not stop selling liquor and 
they were prepared for her attack. 


HATCHET TAKKN FROM HER. 
The hatchet was jerked from her hand 


•>y a stout man, and the women were 
forced back. 


A fierce fight followed between the 


restaurant men and Mrs. Nation's de- 
fenders. For a quarter of an hour they 
struggled in the street while the mob 
yelled encouragingly to 
Mrs- Nation. 


Many personal encounters took place. 
Eyes were blackened and noses made to 
bleed but the police finally, in despair, 
arrested Mrs. Nation and took her to 
jail. Mrs. Nation was not injured, 


URGES THE WOMEN ON. 


During the attack, Mrs. Nation never 


lost her presence of mind. The hatchet 
was jerked from her hands, but -that 
did not disturb her. - She appeared sur- 
prised, hut smiled and called to the wo- 
men: ''Ladies, you are armed. If you 
can't get to the place throw your hatch- 
et through the windows." But the wo- 
men were too demoralized to obey her. 
They had not her presence oE mind. 
Mrs. Nation was led away between two 
big police oflieers. She was not down- 
cast at her lack of success and laughed 
when people spoke jeoringly to her. 


At the police office Mrs. Nation was 


formally charged with disturbing the, 
peace. She was informed that she would 
have to report for trial at the police 
court Tuesday morning and was releas- 
ed on her recognizance. 


RESUMES HER "SMASHING." 


TOPEKA, Kas., Feb. 5.—After a brief 


hearing, Mrs. Nation was dismissed and 
immediately began another round of the 
"spcak-easies." 


Today's hearing, .which resulted in a 


dismissal of the charge, was for an at- 
tempt to smash a saloon on. East Sixth 
street late yesterday afternoon. 


Mrs. Nation wag booked as a '''joint 


smasher." after ner arrest this morning. 
The others were released. Mrs. Nation's 
hearing on today's arrest was set for 
Thursday, and charges of "instituting a 
riot" were preferred. She was released 
without bond. 


Mrs. Nation today issued tho following 


proclamation to school children of To- 
peka: 


My Precious Little Children: 
I. send 


you greeting and ask you to help me to 
destroy that which is fostered and pro- 
tected by the police and city officials to 
destroy you. my darlings. 1 want every 
one of you little ones to grab up a rock 
and smash up the glass doors aiTd win- 
dows of these hell-holes. You will do 
your duty and enroll your names on the 
pages of undying fame and place, our- 
selves on the side of Gsd and humanity.

SENATOR SPOONER'S 


FRAME OF MIND. 


Times Herald Washington special: 
Among the Republican senators who 


arc very much dissatisfied with the pres- 
ent condition of things is Mr. Spooner 
of. Wisconsin. He wants tho oleomar- 
garine bill passed, a.nd thinks the party 
is cutting its own throat by neglecting 
sueh legislation as that in which the 
farmers are interested aud in wasting 
time upon the subsidy scheme which the. 
farmers do not like. If Mr. Hanna has 
his way now Mr. Spooner is convinced 
the party will have to pay dearly for it 
in next year's congressional elections. 


There arc a number of western sena- 


tors who agree with Mr. Spooner, and 
who want the subsidy bill shelved and 
the oleomargarine bill brought forward. 
The senators from Wisconsin, Minneso- 
ta and North Dakota are all included in 
this list, quite R respectable rallying 
point for an effort to sidetrack the sub- 
sidy measure, so as to give other legis- 
lation a chance. 


But the olco bill also has its enemies, 


and it is doubtful if ft can be passed. 
Today it turned out that attached to it 
is a report, containing something like- 
750 pnges of printed matter, and opposi- 
tion senators say every lino of this re- 
port will have to be read. 
Ifc has been 


figured out that it will take a, full week 
to dispose of this one branch of the bus- 
iness. 


There is a good deal of comment upon 


the apparent fact that if President Mc.- 
Kinley wants a special session of the 
new congress his friend, Senator TTanna, 
is taking precisely the course likely to 
make one necessary* At tho rate things 
arc now going it will be about all the 
senate can do to get through with the 
regular appropriation bills during the re- 
mainder of the session, lot alone war tax 
reduction, the oleo bill and the Philip- 
pine resolution. 


Jn fact, there is not much hope of so- 


curing action concerning the Philippines 
at this session, as the redoubtable Mr. 
Pettigrcw has served notice that he will 
filibuster against the Spooner bill or 
anything like it that places "imperial 
power" in the hands of the executive. 


If the president and his friends want 


an excuse for summoning congress to an 
extraordinary session they may easily 
find it by continuing the present dead- 
lock a little longer.

BINGES ON THE 


SPOONER BILL 


No Extra Session if Measure 
is 


Passed by Congress. 


PRESIDENT NAMES 


NEW ARMY OFFICERS 


He Submits Nnuie of Major Gen. Nelson 


A. Miles to be tieiit. Gen. to Cabinet 


and Ballot Result* in Favor 


of tlie Nomination, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5—The cabinet 


at its meeting today again discussed the 
question of the number of troops to be 
left in China, A tentative conclusion 
was reached not to augment or decrease 
the force now there. 


Comfortable quarters for the troops 


are now being prepared, and unless con- 
ditions change, the present force will 
remain during the winter. 


The question of an extra session is 


still in->abcyance, but the opinion is ex- 
pressed that in the event of congress 
passing the Spooner Philippine bill, an 
extra session may be avoided, especial- 
ly as there seems to be some doubt 
whether the Cuban constitution will be 
adopted in time for action, even at an 
extra session if called seen after March 
4th. 


With the Spooner bill imacted upon 


by this congress, it ia believed an extra 
session will be called. 


During the session of the cabinet, the 


nominations of general officers sent to 
the senate 
were discussed at some 


length. Some re-arrangements for the 
list, as prepared for submission to the 
senate, was made. 


An unusual and notable course was 


pursued by the president with respect 
to the nomination of Major GSeneral Nel- 
son A. Miles to be lieuf.enant general. 
The question of making the nomination 
was submitted to the cabinet and a bal- 
lot was taken upon it. It resulted in 
favor of the nomination and it therefore 
was sent to the senate. No detailed 
statement of the result of the vote is 
obtainable.

INTEHESTING_PIG CASE. 


A $3 Trespass Case by Pigs Will be 


Carried to the Supreme Court. 


Western Union Peoplo in It — A Brjcf 


History of the Trouble and 


the Suits. 


In August last the pigs of Mr, <3us- 


tave Hedke of Mt. Pleasant, took a sum- 
mer vacation and camped upon the land 
of Mr. Peter M. Anderson, a, neighbor, 
aiid the neighbors being at "outs/* the 
matter resulted in a law' suit. 


When the camping ground of these 


hogs was discovered there was,a dis- 
agreement as to the amount of damages 
sustained, and an attorney was called 
into the case who proposed to both par- 
ties that the matter of damages bo left 
to Mr. Lingsweiler of Western Union 
Junction, This was agreed to, and the 
attorney and Mr. Lingsweiler proceeded 
to the place where the trespass took 
place and after listening to both par- 
ties, and upon due consideration Mr, 
Lingsweiler assessed-the damages which 
Mr. Hedke should pay to Mr. Anderson 
at $3.00, which Mr. Hedke promised to 
pay, but after consulting with his fam- 
ily concluded to leave the matter to the 
courts. Mr. Anderson then instituted 
a suit before Justice John T. Lee of Mt. 
Pleasant, and in due time, the case was 
tried and resulted in a, decision for Mr. 
Anderson, the justice giving judgment 
for the sum of $2.25 against Mr. Hedke?. 
Mr. Hedke feeling aggrieved appealed 
the case to the Municipal court, and the 
matter was, in due time, brought 
to 


trial before Judge David Ii. Flett.; In 
that court Mr. Anderson procured the 
services of Atty. W. E, Lee and Mr. 
Hedko the services of Atty. Charles 
Krenzke, and the case having besn ar- 
gued in its turn, the court took the mat- 
ter 
under 
advisement. Judge 
Flett 


found that there were involved, in the 
case many very fine propositions of law 
•and that it required thorough investiga- 
tion of the law in order to arrive at a 
just decision. Judge Flett made a vcvy 
searching investigation of the law gov- 
erning the points raised by the attor- 
neys, who fought the ease somewhat bit- 
terly, and rendered a very clear and 
pointed opinion, which if written ver- 
batim, and printed in the Wisconsin re- 
ports'would be accepted by the bar as 
an able exposition of the la\v applicable 
to such cases. But the case from now 
on will bo all the more interesting as 
the case will go to the supreme court 
on appeal for final adjudication, for Mr. 
Hedko feels that the decision does him 
an injustice. This is only a sample or 
many cases which involve 
no 
large 


amount, but where the costs and attor- 
neys'fees amount to hundreds .of dol- 
lars, and all at the expense of the farm- 
er who will not submit to what he 
deems a.n injustice.

Majestic, the forts and ships 
in Portsmouth harbor commenced firing 
minute guns and continued firing until 
the Alberta wa.s alongside the wharf. 


No standards were displayed and en- 


signs and union jacks were all at half- 
mast. 


The bands played the funeral marches 


of Chopin and Beethoven only. Xo na- 
tional anthem was played. 


When the Majestic was left astern, 


the Alberta was moored for tho night. 
Tomorrow the body will be taken ashore 
at Portsmouth and thence conveyed to 
London and Windsor for the last trib- 
utes to the Queen. 


CERKMONIES OX LAND, 
ceremony connected with ,carry- 


ing the body from Osborne house to 
Cowes harbor was scarcely less interest- 
ing than the naval function. At. noon 
the gorgeous trappings of the Chapelle 
Ardente were disturbed. Over the cof- 
iin was thrown the coronation robe worn 
by the pjrl Queen. On this was placed 
the royal regalia, wand a'nd sceptre and, 
which were scarcely, ever used by the 
Queen in her lifetime. Dummy regalia 
will be buried with her at Frogmore. 


Cowes was astire at dawn and quickly 


became alive with visitors, Every stand, 
window and roof whence the procession 
could be viewed wa.s rapidly filled up, 
while the portion of the route open to 
spectators wa.s soon 
impassable. Long 


before the hour of the funeral, the hilly 
York avenue leading from Osborne was 
a pictuvf?s(iuo sight. From the ea-stle 
moat to the pier, troops stood with el- 
bows 
touching. 
Behind 
them 
were 


thousands of men, women and. children. 
The. 
road was lined with police with 


shields of black and silver upon them 
bearing the royal monogram, surround- 
ed with flags. Stands 
for 
spectators 


dotted the route. Innumerable camer- 
as were posted at advantageous spots. 
Hawkers were busy disposing of black 
bordered "fn Mciuoriam" cards and oth- 
er souvenirs' Equerries, aides-de-camp, 
mounted grooms and messengers dashed 
hither and thither, seeing that every- 
thing was 
in 
readiness. The guard 


around Osborne house was most rigid 
and besides the police, a long thin line 
of red merged into the green and brown 
woods, clustering around the royal res- 
idence. The Queen's guard was drawn 
up in double, rank before the. Queen's en- 
trance 
with heads bowed over 
their 


arms, as in the death chamber. 


At 1:30 p. m., the bars of the main 


door of Osborne house creaked and the 
petty officers of the royal yacht Victor- 
ia and Albert then doffed their hats and 
entered. King Edward came, from a side 
entrance, accompanied by Emperor Wil- 
litm of Germany. They both wore ad- 
miral's uniforms. 


The grenadiers 
momentarily 
raised 


their hands in salute, which the King 
returned 
and the 
men again became 


mute, figures. 


Then, through the glass doors could 


be seen the coffin coining, carried by 
the sailors v/hn but a few moments 
previous had entered. Jt was preceded 
by pipers mid was covered with the roy- 
al robes and regalia, and accompanied 
on either side by equerries. 


Immediately behind the King took his 


place, on the right, the Emperor of Ger- 
many. The 
King's head was 
bowed. 


The Emperor was erect, his face expres- 
sionless. Then followed the royal prin- 
ces.

seconds later 
emerged 


Queen Alexandra and eight royal prin- 
cesses, ah afoot and dressed in the sim- 
plest black, their faces entirely veiled 
with crepe. Several of tlin party and 
especially Princess Ueatn'ee, were sob- 
bing bilterlv. 


In striking contrast, with the black 


robed women followed the heads oE the 
royal household in gorgeous uniforms. 
The coffin was placed upon ihe pun car- 
riage. 
The pipers commenced their 


dirge.

'I he procession marched si owl v down 


the winding cedar-hedged path until tlsc 
gate was readied, where the glittering 
military escort was met, the massed 
bands, breaking out with a dead march 
and the cortege pursuing its sluggish 
way in the mist of intense silence, save 
the music of the bands. 


As the khaki-cofored 
gun 
carriage, 


followed with the. King with the Empe- 
ror of Germany and the. Duke, of Con- 
naught on his right and lef!;, passed 
down the hill, all hats were dofl'ed. 


COFFIN 110RXE BY SAILORS. 


At 1:45 p. TO. sailors from the Victor- 


ia and Albert raised the precious burden 
and bore II from the house. This duty 
was to have fallen to the Highlanders, 
but at the rehearsal they were so awk- 
ward that it was decided that the sail- 
ors should perform the task. Outside 
the 
royal residence, grenadier guards 


wer drawn up on a brilliant line. With 
a sharp click they presented arms, for 
the last time, in honor of their dead 
queen. The pipers led the prpcession, 
making the woods ring with a weird re- 
frain. 
P.phiiid them came the royal fam- 


ily. 
At the pale the military portion of 


the parade stood ready, a glittering med- 
ley of uniforms. Down hill the proces- 
sion slowly wound its way, in tho order 
scheduled in yesterdays papers. 


The roadway from the gate to the pier 


was lined with troops in close order. 
The troops remained in position until 
the minute guns from the fleet commenc- 
ed to I' 
1 re. 


Thousands 
stood bareheaded 
and 


watched -the. strange sight with loyal 
humility and grief. 


At last the pier was reached and the 


body was reverently placed on board the 
royal yacht Alberta by seamen of the 
royal yachts. 


On reaching Trinity 
pier 
the same 


petty officers carried tho coftm through 
the escort to tho roll of muffled drums, 
and placed it reverently in the pavilion 
of the Alberta. 


A few moments later the, torpedo flo- 


tilla was in motion nnd slowly left the 
Medina 
for 
the Solent. The 
massed 


bands played Beethoven's funeral march. 


As the Alberta passed 
abeam,-the 


Alexandra, the great vessel fired the first 
gun of the salute, which was taken by 
the IJodnpy and other warships. 


From the island to the mainland, all 


the ships were, manned and from .the 
bands floated the sad strains of funeral 
marches. 


SCENE AT THE PIER. 


After 
leaving 
Osborne 
house, 
the 


mourning 
processions 
of 
Kings 
and 


princes nearal the pier without incident. 
The sun .sparkled on the royal gems, re- 
flecting a thousand rays. The strains of 
Chopin's funeral march, rising sweetly 
in the almost summer air, gave warning 


to the naval officers on the pier that the 
coffin was drawing near. 


Eight bronzed and bearded f^ra were 


drawn up waiting to receive their bur- 
den. 
Then came the grenadiers, resplen- 


dent in their busbys and -scarlet, and 
quickly formed a circle around the court. 
The artillery horses were restless from 
their long walk and pranced under the 
gateway, drawing the gun carriage "with 
the coiTin. 


A second later the King ami the Empe- 


ror and their suites appeared. As the 
carriage stopped before the gangway of 
the Alberta, loud orders rang out, a 
sharp movement run through the stal- 
wart line of grenadiers, their arms were 
instantly reversed up to their hats and 
with equal precision, came the hands of 
the Emperor, King and the Duke of Con- 
naught in stately salute. 


Tho King was tired -from the walk. 


The equerries removed tlvi regalia, the 
royalties still standing at the saints, 
while behind them, Princesses bowed 
their heads, visibly fatigued. 


The light oak of the coiTin shone out 


! as the sailors grasped the handles, the 


j young crown prince of Germany could 


j scarcely keep his hand at salute for 


j emotion.

The jewels in the gold- 
en crown, glittered with dazzling bril- 
liancy in the sunlight.

dra and the princesses appealed to all.

TO TAX TELEPHONE COS. 


Two Bills Introduced at Madison 


With Heavy Penalties For 


Violations. 


MADISON, Wis., Feb. 1— (Special.) — 


The assembly today concurred in the 
senate memorial to congress urging tho 
passage of the Grout oleomargarine bill. 


There was a little flurry in the assem- 


bly over 
the anti-pass 
constitutional 


amendment which came up for its second 
passage, Collins endeavoring to have it 
made a special order for Tuesday. This 
was defeated 30 to 31, and it went to 
engrossment and third reading. 


Two important telephone bills were in- 


troduced in the assembly, one taxing 
telephone companies on property valua- 
tion instead of gross earnings, the other 
requiring competing telephone companies 
to 
receive a-nd transmit messages 
for 


each other and arrange rates at $4 per 
month in cities o£ 100,000; $3 per month 
in cities of 30,000; $2.50 per month in 
cities of 20,000 and $2.00 in cities under 
20,000; also' a long distance rate of ten 
cents per minute, for 15 miles or less. 
A heavy penalty for violations ia pro- 
vided and a, fine of two to iive hundred 
dollars for the first offense; five hundred 
to one, thousand for the second; one to 
five thousand for the third nnd ten thou- 
sand for each subsequent offense.

great relief experienced, one may wonder 


if nature is not herself adjusting ^the 
problems of domestic life. 


• With the mothers of our land engag- 
ed in occupations or pursuits that require 
the bulk of their time in doing their 
supposed duty by their sex and their 
country, what is man'to do. With wo- 
man more and more engaged in' the gain- 
ful occupations hitherto • filled almost 
exclusively by man, what is to become 
of the average young man, especially, 
and what is to be his field in the future. 
With the lady of. the house to use an or- 
dinary expression at her clubs, some fed-, 
crate;!, others not yet with a sufficient 
pedigree and marked social stamp to at- 
tain prominence, actively 
at work—• 


work in the end that might subvert the 
influence more or less of the male sex, 
and with their mission leaving the home 
to the influences of the mercy of kind 
nature, and others of the sex who have 
ruled our domestic arrangements, so to 
speak domestic help seeking in the factor- 
ies, the work that lies not in the house- 
hold, in the stores, anywhere to get 
away from the household work that not 
so long since by common consent fell to 
women, what is man to do? 


But perhaps the problem is solved for 


such women as yet prefer to actively 
look after their families and see to the 
almost endless details necessary for the 
well being and happiness of the house- 
hold, is the entrance of the tyrant man 
in the kitchen and the field of domestic 
work- The first reports are very en- 
thusiastic and before long it surely will 
be the. correct fashion for man domes- 
tics. But all this opens up new vistas 
of domestic life that may well be left for 
future chapters. 


AN ENTITLE CITY 1XVOIATRD. 


A singniar thing has come to the 


knowledge of the people of late. This is 
the public charge that the people of an 
entire city were appropriating gas from 
a ga~ company without leave or warrant 
beyond their legal stint, and that such 
gas company were impotent to put a 
stop to it. This was a revelation. It 
was utterly unknown that anywheres in 
this broad land of freedom a public cor- 
poration had let the people escape from 
its thrnlldom. But here, right in the 
city of Indianapolis a gas company were 
firmly held down by the people and were 
unable to perpetrate their little jokes 
about meters nnd oil that sort of thing. 
The source of revenue to some iras com- 
panies and electric light and power com- 
panies in charging so much a month for 
meters used or unused through the great 
foresight of the Indianapolis people was 
wholly lost to the gas people. The own- 
ers of the plant, one. of them at least, 
calls the people thieves. This of course, 
makes 
things very pleas.uit 
and con- 


duces to make the citizens of Indian- 
apolis feel real good. 


.U seems iii the town giving a monopo- 


ly to a. natural gas company the provis- 
ion was made to charge by the month, 
no motors to he used. Xow fo use this 
tras. mixtures of common air is neces- 
sary, and there is a thing called the 
mixer in use. The gas company fixed 
up the necessary machinery and the or- 
ifice left in the pipe admitted just so 
much gas. This orifice in the explana- 
tions made, are clear, have been pillar0"- 
e;i by (he people that they may secure 
a suflifirnt flow as they claim, ft is 
this thing to which the owners of the 
plant refer in charging the stealing of 
the gas by the'citizen?. 


This, however, can hardly be. in view 


of the known facts that no gas company 
was ever known to .satisfy their con- 
sumers. The consumers of either elec- 
tric light, of electric power or of fjas or 
of both combined, will generally testify 
they get much the worst of any deal. 
Tf the people got the best, end or even 
an exact divide, it would have been the 
chief pince de resistance of the nine- 
teenth ccnttirv.

Spooner investigating committee are two 
different things.

and upon this argument Senator Spoon- 
er'B proposed congressional committee 
of inquiry is right.

A tDUTY SCRAP. 


Russia is up in arms over a late hold 


up of Russian beet sugar at the custom 
house for purposes of revenue taxation. 
Hitherto this sugar has been entering 
at a lower rate of duty to the prejudice 
of our beet sugar makers and to the 
manifest advantage of the sugar trust, 
but the beet sugar manufacturers and 
National board of trade have taken up 
the matter and will endeavor to see that 
protection is given them by the new 
tariff. It is alleged that while the tar- 
iff demands that any bounties paid for 
foreign governments shall be added to 
the regular duties, Russia sugar does not 
receive a bounty in the legal sense be- 
cause the Kussian government controls 
the sugar business and regulates the 
price. It happens that to sustain the 
market price the Russian government 
lowers its revenue tax levied upon all 
sugar exported from the empire, and it 
is this our sugar men and National board 
of trade holds is a plain government 
bounty and want our government to 
add this bounty to the duty named in 
the tariff as the law requires. 


To this the Russian government has 


interposed a vigorous objection and the 
imperial government threatens unless 
we obey their command, think of it, 
shades of Cuba, Porto Rico and Philip- 
pines, that it will hv'itute at once meas- 
ures directed against our products and 
manufactured 
goods in European 
and 


Asiatic Russia. Secretary Cfage is peti- 
tioned to order release of this sugar car- 
go which of course means our revenue 
laws will not be enforced that trouble 
be saved. It is all right; to make in- 
vestigations as to whether or not Rus-. 
SKI in fact pays a bounty, which if the 
accounts are stated correctly, can hard- 
ly be otherwise regarded but as a boun- 
ty, but to let this cargo go without, as- 
surance of some sort, would be to permit 
Russia and all other countries to at any 
time practically revoke our tariffs. 


ELECTING SEXATOWS BY A DIRECT 


VOTE. 


Those obdurate states that refuse to 


elect a United States senator are furn- 
ishing an example wortli much more than 
a bushel of arguments in favor of elect- 
ing senators by a direct vote of the peo- 
ple. Owing to-factional differences 
in 


Delaware no choice can be made nor 
from 
present prospects is there 
any 


chance of any being cho'seu this winter. 
In Nebraska owing not to factional dif- 
ferences, but a multiplicity of candidates 
there has been no choice, nor is there 
any prospect of any. In 
both these 


states there is no question of a party 
majority, the. Republicans having a ma- 
jority on joint ballot, but state issues 
and too many candidates preventing a 
choice by the caucus are standing in the 
way 
of a choice. In 
Nebraska 
the 


chances as things are now looking, des- 
pite the Republican majority, look bet- 
ter for the fusion candidate winning out 
though of course the situation i:s liable 
to change almost at any moment. Mon- 
tana an-'i Arizona secni to be in tho same 
.situation. 


One trouble is in these protracted con- 


tests men get wearied out. JJay after 
day the weary fight continues with their 
endless proa and eons and recriminations 
and finally despairing men are ready to 
cut the string and elect the first prom- 
ising man in the ring. Thus it is that 
mare than once a party majority ou 
joint ballot has failed in electing a par- 
ty candidate. 


It would-not be a misfortune if the 


people could carry their wishes out and 
through the only legal means by a con- 
stitutional amendment, elect their Unit- 
ed States senators by direct vote. 
It 


might be a distinct national gain. 


PROTECT AMERICAN 
FTIOPERTY. 


Some anti-administration papers have 


been indulging in some ill-natured ilings 
on aeount of our government sending a 
gun-boat to protect the property of 
American citizens that had been seized 
by the Venezuelan government. This 
property is that of an asphalt 
lake in 


Vwriezuela, and. is said to belong to the 
American Asphalt trust, though this is 
denied and stated to be the property of 
the only American asphalt concern not 
belonging to the trust. But it makes no 
difference, how this is, the. property of 
trusts has not yet been declared 
out- 


lawed by the courts and nothing ]s 
more certain that their property, as all 
other property, is protected by our lilwa 
precisely the same as is property of 
those not in trusts. 


It would indeed bo a small business 


for the United Stated government 
to 


deny protection to this asphalb concern 
iu Venezuela and not compel the Venezu- 
tlaiw to make restitution. Every citizen 
with ordinary intelligence: knows very 
well if foreign governments attacked or 
seized the property of American citizens 
belonging to trusts or not, that the 
first business of the United States gov- 
ernment would be to demand redress 
and very prompt ai that. 


It is, however, more likely that this 


asphalt concern in Venezuela does nofcj 
belong to any trust and is in fact an in- 
dependent affair. This 
is suspicioned 


because if this property had belonged to 
the powerful asphalt trust, 
it. would 


never have been touched by Venezuela, 
and could jiover have been placed in the 
danger it is now. 


OUR ISljAJVD GOVERNMENTS. 


If the supremo court is against tlio 


government contention on this island 
business, the country will have got into 
a nice box of it. For this decision \\--\l 
mean all possessions 
of the 
United 


States are a part of the United States 
for''tariff and other purposes and henre 
the tariff- must 
be uniform. Thou fol- 


lows the complication 
entailed by the 


Spanish treaty which 
provides Spain 


shall have for ten years the privileg'-a of 
free entry at the Philippines. Cat this 


will under such » decision be uneonsti- 
tutionalj for certainly Spain could have 
no such privilege, since it is inconceiv- 
able she could thus import free in'the 
home ports. There are other complica- 
tions that will arise and American citi- 
zens will, despite the protective' tariff, 
be competing with other American citi- 
zens living afar oft and living under en- 
tirely different local conditions, knocks 
the spots off them on some things. 


Bub the supreme court 
will., it is 


thought, most likely, by a few wise 
heads, decide it is all a political question 
for congress to decide and not a ques- 
tion for the courts to determine, 
and 


really this is about the she of it. 


THE NATIONAL MILITIA. 


Congress may not at this session ap- 


propriate the amount hoped for to im- 
prove the militia system of the country, 
or enact legislation that will bring the 
different state 
militia into uniformly. 


The idea being for congress 
to appro- 


priate sufficient to enable a more thor- 
ough organization and sufficient funds 
to uniform, arm a'nd otherwise keep up 
a higher standard of efficiency. 


There are a. number 
of bills before 


congress at the present time and it is 
hoped one of them may get 
through. 


As it ia now the $1,000,000 appropriated 
is divided among the states proportion- 
ate to population and number of militia, 
with no conditions. But if congress ap- 
propriates the sum desired about $3,000,- 
OOOj there will be a uniform, organiza- 
tion, uniform, arms, tactics and. general- 
ly speaking more under the control of 
the government. With this sort of or- 
ganization and efficiency the National 
militia would be invaluable in cases o.f 
a sudden emergency. There would be 
no hitches as occurred during the war 
with Spain, and in fact no such prelim- 
inary expenses incurred. 


The contestants against the adminis- 


tratior. puMcy in governing our posses- 
sions keep right on with their inconsist- 
ency talking about the constitution ex- 
tending proprio vigore, that is of its own 
force., over new territory, that congress 
can give any form 
of government it 


]}k-ases.. if this be true; that congress 
can not say when the constitution shall 
follosv the Hug and that if it can do so, 
then it has the most -absolute power 
over new possessions. The truth pro- 
bably while not lying down deep in a 
well is still somewhere near the surface. 
Congress does govern the territories 
and tho president does and ca,u appoint 
officials to govern such territories, even 
himself directly if he desires to, but 
that congress can rise superior to its 
own powers and do as it sees fit with 
island possessions is not so. It is not 
protended it is so. Congress can never 
rise above ..its own source. The presi- 
dent can not rise above his own powers. 


But can it be successfully held that 


our nation can not hold island property 
as do other nations. And is not this 
matter a political question anyway and 
one that will not concern the Supreme 
Court. It will be remembered the Su- 
preme Court not so very long ago in the 
Alaska case held it was a, political ques- 
tion of the Government to settle for it- 
eelf and not one for the Judiciary .De- 
partment. The probabilities are it may 
so hold in tho Porto Rico and Phili- 
pine cases. 


ABtl/TEUATED PRODUCTS. 


Ka laws can bar out the Tnanufaehirc 


and sale of oleomargarine under opin- 
ions of chemists that such is not un- 
wholesome or unnntrltious. But the Jaw 
can and should bar out and put an end 
to the sale of animal fat butter when 
masquerading as butter itself. It is the 
fraud, the imposition attempted upon 
the people that is so seriously objected 
to, and the grave injury inflicted upon 
our fanners and dairymen by the imita- 
tion. 


Fraud however, is fraud by whom- 


ever perpetrated and while undoubtedly 
there are dealers and manufacturers in 
bnttcrine who observe present laws up- 
on the subject, yet there are others who 
i.o not and corrective laws are needed 
that the people and the law abiding de- 
mand manufacturers be protected. 


There are- other 
adulterations 
and 


frauds 5n the food and drink line, nnd 
the people are just ns much entitled to 
be protected against these, as from oleo- 
margarine, and all pure food laws should 
he impartial in their provisions. If all 
adulterations and substitutions were as 
really harmless as buti.crine, tho public 
health and purse would not so suffer. 
But let us end the 
frauds 
anyhow, 


wherever they arc. 


The Paris police have, attacked vice 


but contrary to American methods are 
making ft brave and honest trial to nc- 
complfeh the purpose. It is not contem- 
pt ted that vice shall or can be eradi- 
cated only the, perpetrators or villainy 
and disorder shall cease their opau hand- 
ed assaults on the community. In Par- 
.\s there is no trifling with justice. No 
sensational scenes in grand jury scenes. 
No charges published to the world in 
glowing language only to be forgotten 
as soon as read. Over there the police 
having most ample authority go ahead 
and enforce the laws. Every institution 
coming under the regulation of tho law 
is compelled to obey tho law and they 
do. As a result the thieves and thugs 
which'invaded Paris during the IDxposi- 
tion are, now being compelled to move on 
and arrests are nnule in large numbers 
every night. 


The primary and convention reform 


is all right, hut the law which requires 
serial explanations of the different di- 
visions and subdivisions needs material- 
ly pruning down and simplifying. 
The 


average citizen with the present law 


will need an official interpreter to keep 
hiin from going wrong, and assisting in 
getting down to the roots of the thing. 
The danger is a new machine with more 
powerful weapons at its command than 
can possibly be. the case now, At any 
rate when amended and put in shape 
with provisions for all ascertained de- 
fects, then let it be submitted to the 
people for their vote as to approval or 
disapproval. 


It is predicted England will accept the 


Ha.y-Pauncefote treaty as amended by 
the senate, though there are many Am- 
ericans who are not precisely 
satsified 


with the work of our senate. There are, 
able and influential congressmen wlio 
assert the senate did not go far enough 
in that the treaty does not permit us 
to fortify the canal, a clause forbidding 
in special terms any fortification being 
erected. The provision aparently of the 
senate which permits this country to- 
do certain things may be. concessions to 
popular sentiment think some members, 
but in time of actual war the immense 
fleets of England 
could quickly seize 


the canal to our detriment. With pow- 
erful fortifications commanding the can- 
al and approaches, and at 
intervals 


aJonj» the canal route if war came we 
would 
be able to drive off hostile 


fleets until our 
war vessels could get 


around. 


It is proposed in New York to have 


the state prison'convicts engage in build- 
ing a state road from the city of New 
York to Buffalo a distance of 426 miles. 
The width of the road is suggested at 
150 feet. This piece of work has been 
pronounced perfectly feasible by warden 
Hayes, who is himself an advocate of 
this method of utilizing the convicts. 
The present laws forbid the employment 
of the convicts upon any work .except 
that which may bo used by the state in- 
stitutions and all manufactures of the 
prisons cannot thus be otherwise dispos- 
ed of. The time required for the build- 
ing of such a road is estimated t:o be 
about ten years. If New York should 
be so sensible perhaps other states might 
follow 'suit. 


The Oshkosh Northwestern is honest- 


ly endeavoring to analyze and explain 
the provisions of the, primary and con- 
vention reform measure. 
Up to date it 


had printed the third installment, itself 
heading it, serial No. 3. Other papers 
are doing the same and may be the vot- 
ers in due time will begin to appreciate 
the labors of those who have framed 
the measure. But there are 
arising 


doubters not filled perhaps with the 
thrill of being freed from political thrall- 
dom, and perhaps not even knowing that 
they are, who think the proposed reform 
is too much machinery, and gives too 
much influence to committee and candi- 
dates. But all such defects and short- 
comings can be easily remedied- The 
people want a reform, not a change iu 
the cut and bios.

forms are promulgated on the saine day 
—within two days after the state can- 
vass.

Then came the carriages for the Queen 
and the Princesses. They were the state 
carriages used on the occasion of the. 
Queen's 
jubilee, with 
beautiful 
gold- 


mounted harnesses and trappings. The 
horses were ridden by postillions in scar- 
let jackets, with only a narrow band of 


crape on their arms, as a mark of mourn- 
ing. 


Following the carriages and preceed- 


ed by an officer, came an object at which 
every officer in the animated throng in- 
stinctively came to salute and every 
head was bared. 


It, was the little khaki-colored gun 


carriage which was to carry Queen Vic- 
toria's remains from Victoria to Pacl- 
dington station. The eight Hanoverian 
cream-colored horses,' which also drew 
the late Queen on the occasion of the 
jubilee, were used today. 
The gold har- 


nesses, 
scarlet-coated 
postillions' and 


scarlet and gold covered grooms who j 
held each of the horses by the bridle, 
were ail the same. Only the little gun 
carriage, instead of the glittering glass 
and gold coach marked the change. 


With the exception that rubber tires 


were on the. wheels, the gun carriage 
was as if in actual use. The place for 
the coffin to rest was over the gun. 


It was nearly 11 o'clock, when, amid 


cries of "The King of Portugal's horse," 
'•The Grand Duke of Hesse's horse," as 
the Princes mounted, the train steamed 
into 
the'station a minute 
ahead of 


time. 


All heads were uncovered as the sa- 


loon carriage bearing the Queen's re- 
mains stopped exactly opposite the gun 
carriage and King Edward, Queen Alex- 
andra, Emperor 
William and others 


alighted. 


Then the bearer party advanced to 


fhe saloon carriage and with his hand 
at the salute -and standing a little in 
advance 
of the others, King Edward 


watched the painfully slow removal of 
the coffin to the gun carriage. It was 
finally accomplished and the pali nnd the 
regalia we.rc placed on the coffin and the 
others with him then mounted. 


The procession, apart from the gun 


carriage bearing the coffin, and the roy- 
al family and ollicial mourners about it, 
was not noteworthy. Parliament, the. 
judiciary and the commercial bodies wore 
not represented. Royalty, the. army 
and 
navy 
monopolized the 
pageant- 


Three thousand soldiers 
nnd 
sailors.] 


picked 
companies 
representing 
nil 


branches of the' service, cavalry, artill- 
ery, infantry, yeomanry, militia volun- 
teers and colonials, formed the advance 
escort. They marched slowly and with- 
out music. Most of the uniforms were 
covered with dark overcoats and the. 
standards were draped with black, the 
officers wearing bands of crape on their 
sleeves. The infantry marched in col- 
umns of four, with rifles reversed. They 
were half 
an hour 
in passing. Then 


came Fold Marshal Roberts and his staff, 
and after them, four massed bands play- 
ing funeral 
marches. Three 
hundred 


musicians announced the coming of the 
body of the Queen. There was a long 
array of court officials, under the lead- 
er ship of the Duke of Norfolk (the earl 
marshal), all attired quaintly and bril- 
liantly, bearing maces or wands, most 
of them elderly men who for years had 
served the royal lady for whom they 
were perfoming the last offices. 


Most of the spectators expected an 


imposing catafalque and the coffin was 
almost past before they recognized its 
presoncn by removing their hats. It was 
a pathetically small, oblong block, con- 
cealed by a rich white satin pa!!, on the 
corners of which gleaned the royal arms. 
Across the pall the royal standard was 
draped and a large, crown of gold en- 
crusted with jewels, rested at the head, 
of the gun carriage. 


At the foot of the coffin were the two 


smaller crowns, 
with 
n. 
gold-jeweled 


sceptre lying between ihcm. 


The eight horses which drew the gun 


carriage were almost concealed beneath 
their rich harnesses. A large bow of 
purple was attached to the coffin. This 
was the only symbol of mourning. 


Around the cofl'm walked the stalwart 


bearers, non-commissioned officers of the 
guards and household cavalry, and on 
either side were the. Queen's equerries, 
lords-in-waiting and physicians. 


All the uniforms were covered with 


long dark cloaks. 


The spectacle was so rpiickly past that, 


the spectators hardly realized it, or had 
time io bare their heads or comprehend 
'he details when a group of magnificent- 
ly-attired horsemen, with sparkling liel- 
mcH nnd beautiful chargers was before 
them.

Immediately after the company about 


the coffin three royal 
mourners rode 


abreast. King Edward 
VII

central figure of the three, but no less 
ostentatious personage was seen in the 
procession. A black

plume of white feathers was on his head 
and a, long black cloak was buttoned 
around him and hung down over the big, 
black horse which he was riding. Tho 
king's familiar face seemed grave and 
careworn. He looked straight

glory and responsibilities he had inher- 
ited. He did not see, or gave no sign of

KAISER'S SOLDIERLY BEABTNG. 
Beside King Edward rode 
Emperor 


William., his nephew and neighbor. The 
unique., eonmia.nding figure of the Gor- 
man dinperor could not for a moment be 
mistaken. He looked every inch ,1 sol- 
dier and the commander 
oi men, His 


imperial majesty glstoced' right and left 
as he rode, and his hand was frequently 
raised to the red and white feathers 
hanging, over his hat, 
as he responded 


to salutes. Emperor William also wore 
a, black cloak over his new British field 
marshal's uniform, 
and the 
splendid 


white charger beneath him pranced up 
and down, giving his majesty an oppor- 
tunity to display fine horsemanship. 


On the king's left rode his brother, 


the Duke of Connaught, a man of sol- 
dierly appearance, almost unnoticed nnd 
unrecognized by the people. 


The uniforms of all three were partly 


hidden by their overcoats, which were 
made necessary by the chilliness of the 
weather. The king of Holland and the 
king of Portugal rode immediately aiter 
King Edward's .and Emperor William's 
suites. Emperor AVilliam rode a white 
horse. Enormous crowds witnessed the 
passage of the cortege before Bucking- 
ham Palace, the London house of the 
dead Queen. High officials were admit- 
ted within the railing, while 
outside 


stood the weather-worn pensioners of 
Chelsea.j paying their last tribute. 


At the junction of the Mall and the 


Marlboroug-h house, 
the cortege was 


viewed by 
enormous 
throngs, 
cadets 


from Sandhurst. 
ami Woolwich 
and 


members of the house

commons occupied 
special 


stands. At the 
bottom of Piccadilly, 


the boys of the training ship Briltannia 
were gathered. 


The solemn, stately progress of the 


cortege through the park was rendered 
more impressive by the minute guns of 
llio nearby battery. 


At 1:15 
p. m. the procession 
had 


/reached Padding-ton and 
at 1:30 
the 


train bearing the coiTin had started for 
Windsor. 


WINDSOR, Feb. 2.—As the time for 


the. arrival of 
the 
funeral 
train 
ap- 


proached, the vicinity of the. station was 
occupied by a brilliant gathering of dip- 
lomats, privy councillors 
and military 


and naval officers in uniforms of endless 
variety. 


Lord Salisbury was there, with the 


cabinet ministers, and Mr. Choate was 
there wif.h the ambassadors, Lord Buf- 
forin. Lord Eoscbery arid other distin- 
guished 
men by scores, including his 


highness, the Thakore of Morvi, resplen- 
dent iu silk, with gold and jeweled or- 
naments. 


The start of the cortege was signal- 


ized by minute salutes 
fired 
by gun a 


posted on the long walk, which were 
continued until eight-one shots had been 
fired., one for each completed year of 
tho dead Queen's age. 


Without further incident, the proces- 


sion moved into the long walk, thence 
up the sovereign drive, to 
the grand 


quadrangle, where it passed beneath the 
dead Queen's favorite rooms and thus 
on to fet. George's chapel. 


A DRAMATIC I-\T.TDENTT. 


As the coffin was lifted by grenadiers 


on its arrival at Windsor, the diplomat- 
ists and officers stood 
at 
the salute. 


Hardly had the coffin reached the gun- 
carriage when a dramatic incident oc- 
curred. The order had just been given 
to start, the muffled drums roled and, 
to the strains of Chopin's funeral march, 
the head of the procession had actujilly 
moved when it wa.s found impossible to 
induce the 
artilb'ry horses to move. 


They had grown cold from long waiting 
in the biting wind, became restive and 
narrowly missed overturning the gun- 
carriage. Tho king looked terribly dis- 
tressed and the marshal of the proces- 
sion was nonplussed, when the naval 
guard, of honor 
came to the 
rescue. 


Tho order 'Tile ftrms/'ran out and the 
clean-shaven, smart-looking bandy men 
doubled their front nnd evoked the ad- 
miration of all by the speed with which 
they moved the refractory horses, im- 
provised ropes out of the traces 
and 


started the gun-carriage with its prec- 
ious burden towards the chapel. The

Roderick Ma-cLr-an shot at the Queen in 
ISS'2. The refractory horses 
only de- 


layed the procession a few minutes, as 
by then the bluejackets had harnessed 
themselves to 
the- gun-carriage

the procession moved on a sluggish pace.

Southard, of the house committee on 
coinage, today received from \ViHium J. 
Bryan, the latter'* view of the pending 
bills before the house making the *taml- 
ard silver dollar redeemable in 
gold. 


After thanking the committee for the 
courtesy 
of inviting his 
views, 
Mr. 


Bryan Mays in part: 


"The bill has a double purpose: First, 


to convert standard silver dollars into 
subsidiary coin and, second, to make sil- 
ver dollars redeemable in gold 01 de- 
mand. In discussing the subject, how- 
ever, it will be more logical to consider 
the. hitter proposition first, as redemp- 
tion is only a step toward retirement. 


"There is no necessity for redemption. 


The legal lender law will maintain the 
parity between gold coin and silver dol- 
lars so long as both can be used to an 
unlimited extent in the payment ol pub- 
lic revenues and private debts. I should 
perhaps say thin the parity will be sub- 
stantially maintained, for loeal and tem- 
porary conditions may under any law 
put ft small premium upon any kind of 
money." 


Mr. Bryan cites the premium on sil- 


ver in 189.'), caused by the local demand 
for small change. He also cites Senator 
Sherman in support of his statement,. 
Proceeding, Mr. Bryan says: 


"As soon as the silver dollar is made 


redeemable 
in gold, 
another 
endless 


chain will be cu-ated and the arguments 
used against the greenbacks and treas- 
ury notes will then be turned ngointt 
silver. Before the attempt to burden 
the gold reserve with this new obliga- 
tion is consummated, it may lie worth 
while to consider the Opinion expressed 
by Secretary Carlisle in 1893." 


After quoting Jfr. Carlisle's testimony 


before a. house committee concerning re- 
demption, Mr, Hryan continues: 


"Mr. Carlisle thought it a niistuk" lo 


commence in paying in gold but regard- 
ed it dangerous to interfere with the 
custom after it was once established, 
By the same logis, it can be argued that 
wo should not establish the custom of 
redeeming the silver dollars in gold." 


Mr. Bryan concludes as follows: 
"The measure-• recommended by the 


committee {fives to the iinaneiers abso- 
lute control over tho national 
debt.. 


They can increase it at any time \iy pre- 
senting silver dollars for 
redemption 


and compelling an issue of bonds to re- 
plenish the gold reserve. They can in 
the same way contract the volume of 
money in circulation, since money draw n 
into the treasury by an issue- of bonds 
cannot go out again unless it is used 
to meet current expenses (and thn.i is 
onlv possible when the expenditures ev- 
cre'd the receipts) or loaned out to fa- 
vorite bank*.

DISASTER TO MJLK TRAIN.

MANILA; Jan. "31'.— The act organis- 


ing municipal governments in the Phil- 
ippines \vns passed by' the United States 
commission today after the addition of 
amendments, including a provision dis- 
qualifying from' voting and holding of- 
iiee any person who after April 1. is in 
arms against, or aiding those opposing 
the. United .States authority. The pow- 
er to review election irregularities is 
transferred from the governor of the 
province lo the election judge. A pro- 
vision is added for returns and records 
of births, marriages- and deaths. The 
president's symbol of office is designated 
as-a gold-headed la^sel eane. 
. '.Prior -to the passage, of the act. Judge 
Taft. president, of the commission, said 
the greatest pains hml been taken in 
the preparation of the net. because the 
municipalities were units upon 
which

ment.

position do something tangible toward 
bringing to all a better knowledge than 
now exists concerning" the countries of 
the Western Hemisphere and that there 
might result from the Exposition some- 
thing of value in the direction of a

.This step having been taken and the 


die thus cast, Buffalo has risen equal 
to the occasion and has subscribed mil- 
lions of money, and as a city there has 
been sunk in one common purpose to 
succeed all personal and sectional jeal- 
ousies and ambitions. 


A splendid location was selected for 


the Exposition, in which there is in- 
cluded a large part of. the city's great 
and famously beautiful park, and from 
the time that was done up to the pres- 
ent moment the interest and energy 
manifested and the atrong intent to 
succeed in every way shown by the 
people of the city in their great under- 
taking have been focused upon and cen- 
tered in the work now nearing- complo- 
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Cuba, ia all that relates to the partici- 
pation of those countries in the Exposi- 
tion, is most encouraging and presages 
a brilliant outcome. To. this there la to 
be added the widespread interest no'\v 
manifested in the Exposition in Can- 
ada, in Jamaica, in Guadeloupe, in 
Porto Rico, in.Jfawaii and in the Philip- 
pines. 
With these factors to work

The llepufclio of Chila has recently 


demonstrated its enthusiastic interest 
in the Pan-American 
Exposition by

Ground was broken recently in this

building for the republic of Honduras 
is'clesisnea with an octagonal rotunda, 
surrounded with widi; porches on threo 
sides and with pavilions on ;'our sidcc, 
tho remaining rn'do being occupied by 
the kitchen and toilet rooms. The cen- 
tral rotunda and two of the pavilions 
are intended for exhibits of tho coun- 
try's products. There will be a cafo 
and offices for the commissioners in tho 
other two pavilions. Stairs lead from 
the rotunda floor to ::, gallery which 
surrounds tho rotunda and is lighted by 
skylights and dormer windows. There' 
are four large circular doorways con- 
necting' the pavilions with the rotunda, 
which wil! give a novel and pleasing' ef- 
fect. The porches arc well protected 
by the broad projecting eaves and will 
be a comfortable place for weary visit- 
ors to rest and enjoy a taste of Hon- 
duras hospitality. Tho exterior of the 
building1 is an adaptation of the Span- 
ish-American style, with classic de-tali. 
The roof will be of Spanish tiles and tho 
exterior of the building oC staff. The 
building was design eel .by Architect 
Charles In«co TVilliams of Daylon, O., 
and Honduras. 


There is marked interest, in the Ex- 


position and its objects in the republic 
of Ecuador, which is making giant 
strides in progress and prosperity. Se- 
nor Francisco Mora-SiJva, Consul Gen- 
eral of Ecuador, recently paid a visit to 
the headquarters of the Pan-American, 
Exposition at Buffalo, and in the course 
of conversation with Exposition offi- 
cials expressed his gratification at the 
line prospects for the Exposition and 
his confidence in the future of Ecuador 
under the fai-sighted policy of General 
331 roy Alfaro, the present chief execu- 
tive. Ecuador, said Senor Mora-Silva, 
has practically no foreign debt, and 
foreign capital is being invested in en- 
terprises looking to the development of 
its resources. A railroad will be con- 
structed from Guayaquil, the principal 
commercial port on the coast, to Quito-, 
the capita!, a distance of 2-10 miles. It 
is a difficult piece of engineering', as the 
capital lies at an elevation of 6,000 feet 
above the sea level, and the roadbed . 
must be constructed so that the tracks 
will not be washed away. The opening 
of this railway will enable the products 
of a mineral character to be marketed 
at less expense. Quito is a beautiful 
city upon a mountain plateau where 
eternal spring1 reigns. Ecuador had a 
small but artistic pavilion at the Paris 
exposition, and its exhibitors were very 
successful in winning prizes for their 
exhibits, most of which will be sent 
from Paris to Buffalo.

VILLAGE. 


Ground was broken a, few days since 


for the Filipino Village at the Pan- 
American Exposition at Buffalo next 
summer, and "Pony" Moore, a well- 
known newspaper correspondent, has 
started for the Philippines, where he 
will get together material for this fea- 
ture of the Midway. It is expected that 
a whole vessel will be required to bring 
to this side of the Pacific the native Fi- 
lipinos,'the cattle, utensils, tools and 
various objects which will be used in 
creating a representation of actual life 
in this most interesting new possession 
of the United States. The Filipino Vil- 
lage will occupy eleven acres of land on 
the Pan-American Midway, and the 
population of the village will be about 
100, ranging from old folks to babies in 
arms. On the right of the entrance will 
be an adobe tower with thatched roof, 
a representation of the Spanish Watch 


i Tower which marked the water batter- 
ies at the entrance to Manila Harbor. 
On the left will be a facsimile of the 


i signal tower that loomed above Fort 
Icavite and which was wrecked by 
[shells from Dewey's fleet. 
Between 


these points will be nipa-covered build- 
ings and bamboo fences. Canvas and 
lateen sailboats will drift upon a placid 
hske fed by a cataract with a fall of -So 
feet. There will be a market square, a 
Filipino church and many dwellings for 
the natives, in which they will live just 
as they do in the Philippine Islands. 
All tho tribes of the different islands 
will be represented ir. the village, and 
the scene will be most picturesque. 


In front of the village will be a mili- 


tary guard of United States soldiers to 
Siv'e a military glamour to the scene. 
There will be a theater with a capadty 
for .scaling1 1,000 people. Performances 
will be sivcn daily by tho natives.

lished for many years if indeed it can 
bo said to be fixed even now.

green is fatal to a certain class of Sn- 
pocts and is also fatal to plants, but 
there is a margin of safety in the dif- 
ference between the amount which is 
fatal to insects and the amount fatal to 
plants; hence we use it as an insecti- 
cide. This margin of safety is not the 
same for all kinds of vegetation, and in 
some cases it disappears altogether, the 
plant being more sensitive to the poi- 
son than tho insect infesting it, .To 
learn all this has required years of ex- 
periment nnd experience at a cost of 
ninny dead plants and many lost cropsi. 
So it must not be considered as a dis- 
couragement if some injury is caused 
by this new product. 


My own experiments had been so uni- 


formly safe and successful that the un- 
satisfactory outcome in a number of 
cases seemed incomprehensible until 
carefully investigated. 
It wa:; found. 


first of all. that mnny of those who had 
used the oil and suffered injury had 
done so without ever having seen or 
read anything concerning the method 
ot its rise. Others had vised it without 
any regard to the question whether the 
tree needed it or not or had been capti- 
vated by the incidental result recorded 
as renewed vigor in treated trees. 


There were enough other cases of in- 


jury seen, where oil was intelligently 
used, to direct attention to the material 
itself, and it was then found tbat I lie

c-as«»s "reduced oil," "fuel oil" or'"in- 
termediate oil" had been sold and ac- 
e<?pt?d.3r? ciHid'tVoil and that a "straight 
crude" was t,rJ.6' exception rather than 
tin; iHile'. 
VVhPi.Y rny attention was 


drawn to the differences in so called 
"crude- petroleum," I first of all tested 
the material with which luy own ex- 
periments were made and found thnt 
ic had a specific jrrnvity of -1!'. degrees 
on Uie Boauulo oi! treak'.

From personal observation and in- 


formation obtained it seeni.s thnt nat- 
ural ci'iide oils do comparatively little 
injury t-> vegetation imiess the applica- 
tion is very excessive or loac; contin- 
ued. From almost every well Hiere is 
somo overflow d-.iwn hill in a fairly de- 
fined channel. All vegetation is killed 
in tin's channel, but trees and shrubs 
may jfrow nt its edge. It was (he testi- 
mony of all with whom I spoke that 
when wells were shot and eil soaked all 
<iie trees round about there was injury 
in exceptional cnses only.

FARMING WITH STOCK. 


GTOTT AHalfn, Rotate Crops, 


Cattle nnd tfce Mjronre. 


It seems to mo that no man -is quali- 


fied to be a good farmer who does net 
fully appreciate that the first, and most 
essential principle in agriculture 3s : to 
keep tho farm up to a high state of 
fertility, says a writer In Denver- Field 
and Farm. 
Every good farmer has 


this idea continually before him as ono 
"of the leading thoughts of his btisi- 
iiess. 
A farmer who owns either a 


small or large farm and who has all 
except a few acres iu aaj and pas- 
ture, in spuds and small jjrain, and 
who bas no animals on his farm but 
his work horses and perhaps a few 
iiogs and two or three colts has very 
little manure to return to- liis place. 
It cannot have escaped the attention of 
all thoughtful farmers that in any 
country that Is really prosperous con- 
tinuously from an agricultural point of. 
view the farmers have settled down 
to a system of mixed grain and stock 
growing- and where possible the culti- 
vation of the legumes. 


The far western farmer has now 


reached a point where, if he continues 
robbing the soil by exclusive growing 
of grain for sale \vithout any return, 
he will soon iind his laad so far ex- 
hausted that it will no longer produce 
paying crops. On tho other hand by 
tho judicious growing of alfalfa or 
clover and the use of manure iu va- 
rious ways and by proper rotation of 
crops, where the hay and ail other 
rough stuff and grain grown are fed 
out on the farm, there is no trouble 
in keeping up the fertility of the land. 


No doubt in the future, more so than 


in the past, many of our western farms 
will bo devoted to dairying. No doubt 
sheep will become much more numer- 
ous and in the good time coming hogs 
will become an important port of the 
business of western farms. There will 
always be room on thousands of west- 
ern ranches for successful stock grow- 
ing and feeding, especially if there is 
good outside summer range. 
In any 


event raising or feeding cattle or both 
a a part of our farm routine IF not a 
matter ol" choice, but of necessity the 
prime essential. Here in the west wo 
must have a system that will con- 
dense our 'freights nnd the best way 
of. doing this is by feeding tho crops 
grown on the' farm and shipping them 
in the form of butter, cheese, wool, 
shfep, hog? .iiid cattle. 


It looks as if the present were a 


most propitious time for those who are 
pursuing the exclusive system of grain 
farming and the hauling off of grain to 
change into something nearer the well 
established principles of sound agricul- 
ture. Between 1870 and ISSH tho num- 
ber of cattle, in the United States, ex- 
clusive of dairy cows, rose from 15,- 
000,001) to ."5,000,000. During the next 
seven years, up to':189U, the number 
increased 'by L',500,000, to .'>7,u(K}.OOu. 
Then the tide turned, and the number 
during the following yeajs declined to 
32,000,000. inclusive of dairy cattle, the 
greater part of the decrease bo.ing 
within the inst three years. The rapid 
growth of our population means a 
steady increase cf homo consumption, 
and ii; the; supply decreases instead of 
increasing the day must como when 
there will be no surplus to export. At 
present the home consumption is about 
7,."i00.<XiO per annum. Add to tbis.'WO,- 
000 head annually exported alive, 300,- 
000 head slaughtered for export iu 
fro/.en state and 200,000 head of salted 
atid canned beef and it gives 8,300,000 
as the annual slaughter, while the tot.nl 
number in the country is only B2,000,- 
000. When allowance is rna'do for cows 
kept for breeding, it is evident that 
the present rale of slaughter' cannot 
be continued unless by depleting tho 
herds. - ' •' •

From those ftlc<s it would seem that 


the present is a most favorable time 
to stock tip. 
There are few ranches 


iu the west or northwest .on -which 
there are not now stock cattle-, sheep 
or other farm 'stock, but on which a 
larger number of cattle: might be bred 
nnd raised with profit. 
With our in- 


creased alfalfa acreage we can antici- 
pate the possibility of a great, increase 
of stock even on those ranches where 
fill have, been kept that, possibly could 
be under former conditions.

Regarding club root iu cabbage, my 


experience' lias been that the question 
of soil has more to do with the matter 
than tho manure. If you. have a piece 
of strong-, loamy soil, inclining to clay, 
with good .natural drainage, yon have 
a soil that, with proper care iu the 
details- of preparation, fertilising, etc., 
can bo safely counted on for a good 
crop of late cabbage if the right varie- 
ties aro planted. 
But in that field 


there may be here and there places or 
spots that sag bslow the general level 
of the rest of the field. Now, if (hiring 
the growing season of this crop there 
come a few downpours of rain", a large 
proportion of the cabbage in those 
spots will have "big root," as it is 
called here, hog manure or no hog 
manure. Several years ago a prominent 
butcher of our neighborhood occupied 
a. back corner of the farm we. were 
living on at that time. 
Of course we 


had the manure. He had a trade that 
called for large quantities of pork. 
Ho bought cattle and pigs by the car- 
load. 
Tho pigs worked up the offal, 


nnd we drew the manure on the cab- 
bage ground. 
The blood from the 


slaughter house was led to a large 
trough in the pigyard adjoining. Ow- 
ing to this latter fact we discovered 
that the proportion of nitrogen was too 
great eveu for cabbage. We then be- 
gnu to mix it with the coarser product 
of the barnyard by hauling out alter- 
nate loads of each to a pile in the 
field where it was to be used. A cou- 
ple of turnings now aud then greatly 
improved 
the ; 
:itiechanical condition 


while increasing the availability of the 
coarse matter. 
It' afraid to use the 


hog manure nlonos why not adopt some 
modiiieations df this plan? 
• ' 


T never saw auy "more danger i from 


the use of hog manure than any other 
kind; the trouble, has been that I never 
could g'jt cnong'h'of £(. 1 recall also that 
when I camn into possession: |of my 
larger farm there had Men <iultc a 
number of hogs fatteuecl-the autumn 
previous., and there was a pile of about 
two good' wagon loads of clear hog 
manure .yin;^ outside the pen. Be- 
sides this, we tore down the old pen. 
that had \\>c;i built on the ground 
about 50 years before, and it seemed at 
the time ibntj everything was hog 
manure for about two feet down. 
At 


all events we Urew out IU good loads 
altogether from' that old pen nnd ap- 
plied the whole lot, with a half ton OL 
fertilizer, to jriraere of ground for late 
cabbage. 
Tho crop wsis sold in the 


field for considerably more than I paUl 
for the ground. I wish wo had. u dozen 
or two of such things to clean up now. 
I should bo willing io take the chances 
on "big rant" by using it. 


I have heard thi.s talk concerning 


tha danger of using hog manure fc;r 
cabbage as loir.:; a.s I can remember, 
but iu every instance that has come 
under my persona!1 observation it has 
proceeded from a class of men who al- 
ways sow their cabbage seed when 
tho "signs is in the head''' mid 'kill 
their pork when the uiooii is Ineariug 
the full, "so the meat will swell in the 
pot."
